Dear  Dr.  Falconer, 

1  suppose  that  you  will  soon  have  under 
consideration  the  names  of  those  upon  whom  honorary  degrees 
may  "be  conferred  at  the  annual  commencement  in  June.  i 
understand  that  the  Deans  of  some  of  the  Senior  Faculties 
were  honoured  in  this  way  last  year  and  I  venture  to  express 
the  hope  that  Professor  Baker,  Dean  of  the  Arts  Faculty  will 
not  he  overlooked  this  year. 

it  is  difficult  to  realise  that  Mr.  Baker 
became  a  member  of  the  staff  in  1875  and  that  forty  years 
will  soon  have  elapsed  since  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
University  after  spending  some  years  in  teaching  in  the  High 
School  at  Perth  and  the  Upper  Canada  College. 

i  still  have  some  letters  written  by  him  at 
that  time  to  my  father  who  encouraged  him  to  take  a  University 
course . 

During  that  long  period  he  has  laboured 
earnestly  and  successfully  in  the  department  of  Mathematics  and 
has  reflected  credit  upon  the  University  both  as  an  author, 
public  speaker  and  member  of  the  itoyal  Society  of  Canada. 

Hi3  activities  have  not  been  confined  to  his 
special  department  nor  to  academic  work.  Uo  one  that  I  know 
of  was  so  well  known  and  so  much  respected  as  registrar  nor 
so  admirable  in  his  conduct  of  that  difficult  position  where 
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punctuality  and  accuracy  are  so  essential. 

His  interest  in  military  matters  contributed 
largely  to  the  success  of  that  company  of  the  Queens  Own 
Rifles  known  as  the  University  of Company  whose  memory 
will  not  be  forgotten. 


These  are  some  of  the  thoughts  that  have  come 


to  me  in  recalling  his  past  career  and  I  trust,  nay,  1  feel 
assured  that  the  University  in  thus  honouring  one  of  its 
most  distinguished  sons  will  do  so  in  such  a  manner 
as  will  be  honouring  to  itself  and  be  a  lasting  source 
of  satisfaction  to  legions  of  his  students  and  friends.
